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A Good  Year  For  Cohasset  Savings  Bank 


Cohasset  Savings  Bank  gener- 
ally outperformed  the  average 
of  24  savings  banks  of  compar- 
able size  in  Massachusetts 
during  1978,  achieving  partic- 
ularly notable  results  in  the 
key  factors  of  growth  rate  and 
net  income.  Donald  E.  Bates, 
Executive  Vice  President,  re- 
ported to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporators  of  the  bank 
last  week. 

Reviewing  the  bank's  1978 
performance  in  relation  to 
other  similar  institutions, 
Bates  covered  a number  of 
factors  of  comparison,  show- 
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ing  that  in  virtually  all  re- 
spects the  Cohasset  bank  had 
results  above  the  average. 

"We  are  particularly  pleas- 
ed by  our  record  of  growth  in 
the  surplus  account  which 
provides  the  reserves  neces- 
sary to  protect  the  interests  of 
depositors,  and  also  in  our 
showing  in  net  income  after 
payment  of  dividends  which  is 
a good  gauge  of  overall  bank 
performance,”  Bates  said. 


In  the  fiscal  year  ended  Oct. 
31.  1978.  Cohasset  Savings 
achieved  a growth  of  nearly  1 1 
per  cent  in  its  guaranty  fund 
and  surplus  account  as  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  less 
than  8 per  cent  for  the  group 
of  banks.  Cohasset  ranked 
seventh  among  the  24  banks  in 
this  category. 

Cohasset  Savings'  record  of 
1.22  per  cent  in  net  income 
after  payment  of  dividends  to 


despositors  placed  it  third 
among  its  banking  peers. 

Reporting  on  the  current 
state  of  bank  affairs.  Bates 
noted  that  deposits  have  in- 
creased by  more  than  Sl.l 
million  since  the  end  of  1978, 
after  a period  when  the  bank 
had  experienced  an  outflow  of 
funds  due  to  the  competition 
of  high  interest  savings  certifi- 
cates offered  at  that  time  by 
other  banks.  Since  resuming 


the  offering  of  these  certifi- 
cates in  December,  deposits 
have  increased  from  $24.7 
million  to  $25.8  million,  he 
said.
